HE first bookbinders were silversmitlis and 
goldsmiths. They made metal tubes as covers 
for the parchment scrolls. Later when manu- 
script was paged, the monks took in hand the 
illuminating and binding them in book form. 
Magnificent work was turned out from the monas- 
teries. The bindings were half boards, metal clasps, 
with hinges of iron and inlaid with ivory and enamels.
